Planners okay Pulaski bike path 

Bridge plan would replace lane of car traffic, end cyclist-pedestrian chaos

Move over, Queens car com- 
muters. 

The city’s planning commis- 
sion green-lighted a new, sepa- 
rated bike path on the Pulaski 
Bridge that would take over a 
lane of automotive traffic and 
end a chaotic arrangement that 
has walkers sharing space with 
fast-moving two-wheelers. A lo- 
cal pol hailed the approval. 

“With the upcoming creation 
of a dedicated bike lane on the 
Pulaski Bridge, pedestrians and 
cyclists will not only travel safer, 
but more efficiently,” said Assem- 
blyman Joe Lentol, who proposed 
the lane change on the link be-

tween Greenpoint and its north- 
ern neighbor last year. 

The bike lane would run along 
the Manhattan side of the bridge 
over Newtown Creek, running 
separately from the one sidewalk 
where bicyclists, runners, and pe- 
destrians currently travel in both 
directions, sharing a tight space 
and struggling to avoid collisions. 
The rejiggering will cut car traffic 
from six to five lanes, which Len- 
tol says is not a bad thing. 


“Another indirect added 
benefit the dedicated bike lane 
might create involves slowing 
down motorists that speed south- 
bound over the Pulaski Bridge 
at sometimes twice the speed 
limit,” he said. 

The city will have a bigger 
challenge than usual designing 
this bike lane because the span 
the divider will run across is a 
drawbridge that opens and closes 
frequently. 

Lentol said he anticipated that 
the city will bring the design to 
Community Board 1 for approval 
by the end of the year. 

If the plan passes, construction 
on the bike lane will commence 
in the spring of 2014.

Neighbors of a Park Slope 
gym that specializes in a world- 
wide workout craze say that 
fitness buffs are making their 
lives a living hell by tossing 
big barbells to the ground and 
grunting loudly throughout the 
early morning hours. 

Residents of a Fifth Avenue 
apartment building next door 
to a CrossFit gym near 22nd 
Street say that they can hear the 
guttural cries from their bed- 
rooms and that the up-to-300- 
pound weights land so hard that 
both buildings shake. The pre- 
dawn cacophony wakes neigh- 
bors and has some saying that

if the fitness center does not 
end the noise, they might pack 
up and leave.

“I 
love my apartment so much,

The Slope location offers pri- 
vate training for $100 an hour 
and, for those parents looking 
to pump up their progeny, kids’ 
sessions for $300 a pop. The 
workout program is so extreme 
and so popular that some crit- 
ics have called it a cult. 

The Fifth Avenue outlet 
CrossFit 718 began its stay in 
the neighborhood on a sour 
note when it opened two years 
ago in a one -story industrial 
building that was illegally con- 
verted from a storage facility, 
for which the landlord still owes 
the city $10,000 for failing to 
file permits, according to pub- 
lic records.

Prenatal yoga — in a bar 

Quirky hybrid Bushwick biz has moms bellying up

What do you get when you com- 
bine a yoga studio and a hot-dog-serv- 
ing bar? If you answered “pregnant,” 
you were close. 

Bushwick’s Cobra Club made head- 
lines last year when it first paired yoga 
with booze and gourmet frankfurters, 
but it has now upped the ante by of- 
fering yoga classes for pregnant ladies 
and new moms and their tots. Partic- 
ipants say that the pre- and neonatal 


stretch sessions are a recipe for little 
yoga masters. 

“We get very silly,” teacher Ria Coo- 
per said of her toddler classes. “We play 
music and freeze yoga. We go on imag- 
inary adventures and sometimes we go 
to Old MacDonald’s farm.” 

The business on Wyckoff Avenue 
near Jefferson Street disturbed a few 
chakras among devotees of the Hindu- 
derived form of exercise when it opened 
last year with a saloon in the front and 
a meditation station in the back, but its 


owners say that students around the bor- 
ough often find themselves hard up for 
a place to socialize over the hair of the 
downward dog after class. And given 
the proliferation of high-priced strollers 
that has accompanied the rapid gentri- 
fication of the neighborhood, the addi- 
tion of classes for tots and the not-yet- 
born to the bar that is a cafe by day was 
as natural a progression as a sun salu- 
tation, one owner told us. 

“In the past year, we have had a lot of

Getting dirty 

Greenpointers furious after HBO 
crew fills their street with soil

Entertainment is a dirty busi- 
ness. 

That is what a group of Greenpoint- 
ers that has often railed against the 
presence of film crews in its neigh- 
borhood is saying after a crew shoot- 
ing a pilot for an historical HBO se- 
ries dumped tons of dirt on sleepy 
Milton Street, then washed it down 
storm drains. The whole thing felt 
like an act of war, according to one 
neighbor. 

“It was like being occupied by a 
foreign nation,” said neighbor Bill 


Rohan, adding that the film crew vi- 
olated his disabled parking permit 
by towing his car to a nearby block. 
“My blood pressure was definitely 
up that day.” 

Last Wednesday’s shoot took over 
three blocks, removed all the street 
signs, and brought more than 100 crew 
members and a stable of horses to 
the area, residents said. The parting 
hose-down left the block a muddy 
mess, according to residents. 

“They left a river of mud and now 
it is a dustbowl,” said film-shoot 
accountability activist Rolf Carle. 
“There is dirt everywhere.”

It’s the most wonderful time 
of the year — Halloween? 

Most Brooklynites are just 
cleaning up after trick-or-treat- 
ers — but some of the borough’s 
commercial corridors are already 
decking the halls. Christmas dec- 
orations are up on Fifth Avenue in 
Bay Ridge and Sunset Park and 
along Atlantic Avenue in Boerum 
Hill two months and two Judeo- 
American holidays — counting 
Hanukkah — early. But the busi- 
ness groups that finance the fes- 
tive lights say it is not about get- 
ting people to start their Yuletide 
shopping early. 

The business improvement dis-

trict representing stores along the 
Bay Ridge corridor — where snow- 
flake lights are currently competing 
with banners proclaiming “Fall on 
Fifth” — said it contracts a private 
company to dress up the avenue 
for the Santa season and leaders 
of the group said that the decora- 
tors do not like stringing lights in 
the November climate. 

“The answer is one word: 
weather,” said business improve- 
ment district president Jim Clark. 
“Once it gets cold and rainy, it gets 
very hard to put them up.” 

But Clark said he still thinks 
the ornaments make a fun and fes- 
tive addition to the thoroughfare 
— even in the middle of fall. 

“It tells people that Christmas 


and the holidays are upon us,” said 
Clark, adding he was unable to 
recall if the lights had gone up 
this early in the past. 

Some Christmas light contrac- 
tors said that they start hauling out 
the holly around Halloween to make 
sure that they cover all the streets 
in the city before it’s too late. 

“Customers wouldn’t get them 
up till later in December, or even 
after Christmas, if we didn’t start 
putting them up now,” said Britt- 
ney Migliaccio, a manager at the 
Bushwick-based Illuminations by 
Arnold, which has already sus- 
pended snowflakes over Atlantic 
Avenue in Boerum Hill. 

Migliaccio said her company

Nets’ big men lookin’ better

A s the Nets enter their sec- 
ond season in Brooklyn, 
they come in with a new 
coach, and a revamped roster 
that many say will make the 
team a contender. Of course, 
the Frontcourt will play the 
biggest role in determining if 
this season will end in disap- 
pointment or elation. Let’s take 
a look at who’s who and what 
we can expect from the most 
important players on the Bar- 
clays Center’s hardwood. 

Brook Lopez: Coming off 
his first All-Star appearance 
and his best season as a pro- 
fessional, Lopez is poised for a 
season that will vault him into 
the NBA’s elite. As I wrote at 
the beginning of last season, 
Lopez’s offensive game was 
never a concern, however, his 
rim defense and rebounding 
posed questions. Well, his re- 


bounding remained stagnant 
an unimpressive for a seven- 
footer, as he averaged only 6.9 
points per game. I’d like to see 
him return to the form that net- 
ted him more than the eight 
points-per-game he posted in 
his first two seasons. Lopez’s 
rim defense, on the other hand, 
improved dramatically as he 
averaged 2 . 1 blocks per game 
during the regular season and 
three per game in the playoffs. 
In the offseason, Lopez had 
another surgery on his right 
foot to repair a problem with 
a previously inserted screw. 
Though minor, it is something 
to pay attention to as the sea- 
son progresses. 

Kevin Garnett: One of 
the key offseason acquisi- 
tions is the perfect one for 
these Nets. The Big Ticket 
may not be the same offen- 
sive threat he was in his 
prime — though his mid- 
range jumper is still as ef- 
fective as anyone’s — but that 
doesn’t change the intensity 
he brings on the defensive 
side of the ball. As one of the 
best rebounders going, KG 



a big role on the Nets

will take some pressure off 
Lopez to pull down boards. 
Additionally, with Garnett 
owning the high post, Lo- 
pez will draw fewer double- 
teams and have more room 
to operate in the low post 
— an option not available 
to the Nets last season. With 
the Nets limiting KG’s min- 
utes thanks to a deep front- 
court bench, Garnett will be 
rested and ready for a long 
playoff run. 

Andray Blatche: Blatche 
had a career resurgence in 
Brooklyn last season, earning 
a new, lucrative contract. He 
will continue to spell Lopez 
off the bench at the five spot. 
Like Lopez, Blatche doesn’t 
provide the stoutest defense, 
but his scoring off the bench 
will be essential for a team 
with title aspirations, espe- 
cially as they look to rest an 
aging Garnett regularly. 

Reggie Evans: The Pen- 
sacola kid returns to Brooklyn 
for a second year, and with the 
additions of Garnett and An-

I f you followed the NBA 
at all this offseason, you 
know these Brooklyn Nets 
aren’t like last year’s model.

Joe Johnson: Iso Joe 

will never live up to his 
contract, but he should be 
better than last year. His 
one-on-one style can slow 


things down, but he proved 
time and again that he’s the 
man the Nets want with the 
ball at the end of the game. 
The Bostononians will keep 
Johnson from having to be 
a team leader — he’s never 
seemed to embrace that role 
anyway — and let him focus 
on sharpening his game in 
an evolving offense. 

Paul Pierce: Like Joe, The 
Truth tends to spend a lot of 
time with the ball when he 
gets it, and in Boston he was 
the last- shot guy. But here 
in Brooklyn, there are only 
so many shots to go around. 
How Pierce fits in will be 
one of the more interesting 
storylines this year. 

Jason Terry: The ag- 
ing Jet disappointed in his 
only season in Boston, but 
he could be key to Brook- 
lyn’s success. He’s still an 
elite shooter, and his abil- 
ity to spot up could provide 
much- desired efficiency. 

Shaun Livingston: A 
sneaky pickup by the Nets 
to serve as D -Will’s backup, 
the 6-foot-7 journeyman has 
unique length for a point

Cuff ’em! 

Activists: Prosecute state 
officials for LICH disaster

The state’s management 
of Long Island College Hos- 
pital is not malpractice, it is 
homicide, say doctors who 
renewed calls to criminally 
prosecute state officials for 
their handling of the hospi- 
tal at a meeting of a Cobble 
Hill neighborhood group on 
Monday night. 

The outcry came hours af- 
ter the State University of 
New York, which manages 
the medical center and has 
been trying to shutter it since 
February, canceled the lay- 
off of 500 staffers, but that 
was not nearly enough to ap- 
pease the activists who claim 
that the state has been trying 
to kill the 155-year-old Cob- 
ble Hill institution to sell off 
the valuable real estate be- 
neath it, in clear violation of 
court orders. 

“The Cobble Hill Asso- 
ciation is very interested 
in criminal proceedings,” 
said Jeff Strabone, a mem- 
ber of the group, drawing ap- 
plause from the crowd inter- 
spersed with chants of “Lock 
’em up!” 

Advocates for the hospital 


have claimed that the state is in 
contempt of court for months, 
pointing to the repeated steps 
it took to reduce services at 
the health care facility in the 
face of court orders banning 
any such moves. 

Calls for prosecution have 
grown louder as Brooklyn 
Supreme Court Judge Johnny 
Lee Baynes has deferred rul- 
ing on whether state officials 
are in contempt, which could 
result in fines and even jail 
time, and employees have 
faced firing, according to 
hospital advocates. Hospi- 
tal workers and outraged 
neighbors say that punish- 
ment is the only way to de- 
ter state officials who have 
repeatedly ignored judges’ 
formal scoldings, which the 
activists say amounts to an 
obvious crime. 

“Order after order was en- 
tered, upheld, and violated 
by SUN Y,” said Jim Walden, 
a lawyer for Public Advo- 
cate and Democratic may- 
oral nominee Bill DeBlasio, 
who has been arrested pro- 
testing the closure. 

“Holding a state agency 
in contempt of court is in 
my opinion the only thing

that will make SUNY fol- 
low the law.” 

Judge Baynes has sched- 
uled a Nov. 18 hearing to 
decide on whether the state 
management team is in con- 
tempt of court after months of 
delays, Walden said, adding 
that he has witnesses lined 
up to testify that the state 
intentionally sabotaged the 
hospital and fraudulently 
paid former hospital opera- 
tor Continuum Health Part- 
ners $2 -million per month to 
handle billing, which he says 
Continuum never did. 

In a second court case that 
could decide the fate of the be- 
leaguered hospital — this one 
handledby Brooklyn Supreme 
Court Justice Carolyn Demar- 
est — advocates plan to argue 
that the state has been sab- 
otaging the institution since 


taking over in 2011. 

The outcry continues de- 
spite the fact that the state 
allowed ambulances back 
at the hospital and is sup- 
posed to be out of the pic- 
ture sometime soon due to a 
bombshell ruling by Demar- 
est that stripped it of author- 
ity over the place. 

Last week, Baynes-ap- 
pointed hospital watchdog 
Jon Berall told this newspa- 


hospital as part of an “evil” 
plot to sell it to luxury devel- 
opers and that a new operator 
might take over as soon as 
this week. The land beneath

school operated in partner- 
ship with the City University 
of New York and IBM. 

His visit to Pathways in- 
advertently put the spotlight 
on the ongoing controversy 
over Mayor Bloomberg’s 
policy of shoehorning new 
schools into existing ones, 
which has been raging in the 
waning days of his mayorship 
as his Department of Educa- 
tion moves to finalize a slew 
of new so-called co-locations, 
often over the opposition of 
parents and teachers. 

Addressing a crowd of stu- 
dents, teachers, and report- 
ers, President Obama praised 
Pathways for offering a six- 
year, technology-focused pro- 
gram that allows students to 
earn associate’s degrees in 
computer science and engi- 
neering. Mayor Bloomberg, 
who was in attendance with 
Democratic mayoral nomi- 
nee Bill DeBlasio, praised the 
president’s educational pol- 


icies. Obama later called on 
Congress to pass a universal 
prekindergarten law, draw- 
ing enthusiastic nods from 
DeBlasio, who has proposed 
such a set-up for New York. 
Unmentioned was the fact 
that when Pathways opened 
in 201 1 in the Paul Robeson 
High School building, Paul 
Robeson began to close. 

The doomed school opened 
in 1989 with a structure simi- 
lar to Pathways’, operating in 
partnership with Bloomberg’s 
first Wall Street employer Sa- 
lomon Brothers, which pro- 
vided students one-on-one 
mentorships with financial 
services workers, internship 
opportunities, and college test 
preparation. In 1992, Fortune 
Magazine called the school’s 
early results “encouraging.” 
But by 2005, the school was re- 
portedly overcrowded as a di- 
rect result of Bloomberg’s shift 
to focusing on new, smaller 
schools and, two years ago, 
it found itself on the mayor’s 


closure list. 

DeBlasio opposed the 
shuttering in his role as public 
advocate and has called for a 
moratorium on so-called co- 
locations as part of his may- 
oral campaign. It is unclear if 
it came up when he accom- 
panied the president to Ju- 
nior’s for some sweets. 

Paul Robeson is still in the 
process of being phased out 
and houses a handful of stu- 
dents and teachers who have 
access to an ever-decreasing 
share of the facility, but the 


high school’s replacement has 
not been around long enough 
to have its performance fully 
measured. 

Pathways Principal Rashid 
Davis acknowledged that 
fact at the ceremony but 
said that Obama’s visit was 
proof enough his staff is do- 
ing things right. At the mo- 
ment, though, Pathways is 
under-performing in at least 
one subject, scoring in the 
bottom 25 percent on Eng- 
lish tests when compared to 
similar schools.

ans of “The Marriage of Figaro,” you 
have a tough decision to make. 

This month, three different Brook- 
lyn opera companies will be performing 
Wolfgang Amadeus Mozart and Lorenzo 
da Ponte’s comic tale of love, jealously, 
and deception, with productions by up- 
starts LoftOpera and Opera in the Slope, 
alongside Bay Ridge stalwart Regina Op- 
era Company. 

The timing is pure coincidence, though 
not so unusual — “Figaro” is the eighth 
most-performed opera in the world, ac- 
cording to opera database Operabase, 
and its arias are recognizable even to 
those who have never set foot in an op- 
era house. 

“Anybody who’s ever seen or heard the 
word ‘opera’ has heard of ‘The Marriage 
of Figaro,”’ said Fran Garber, chair of the 
Regina Opera Company, whose produc- 
tion kicks off with a free preview in on 
Nov. 12. “Some operas have one or two 
hit tunes — this has eight or nine.” 

For LoftOpera, an “underground” op- 
era company that launched in the spring 
with a production of Mozart’s “Don Gio- 
vanni,” “Figaro” was a reliable choice 
for its sophomore show because of this 
audience familiarity. 

“It’s really attractive because it is so 
well-known,” said LoftOpera founder 
Daniel Ellis-Ferris, whose production 
runs Nov. 7-9 in Gowanus. “People 
know that if they go to something titled 
‘the Marriage of Figaro,’ they’re going 
to enjoy it.” 

Clocking in at almost four hours, most 
companies today choose to abridge the 
complicated story to keep up with modern 
attention spans. Still, for Regina, whose 
production is the longest of the three, it 
was important to be as faithful as possi- 


ble to the original — in both the libretto 
and the costumes. 

Opera in the Slope will be taking some 
theatrical license with its set. Producer 


Carlos Jimeno is building a giant house 
of cards, which he says symbolizes the 
fragile society of the day and class dif- 
ferences emphasized in the drama. 


“This screen would give the idea of 
the possible collapse of society,” said Ji- 
meno. “It is also very useful to hide peo- 
ple, which happens a lot.” 

In a departure from its borough coun- 
terparts, LoftOpera won’t be using strict 
period dress, and its “Figaro” promises 
to be immersive and in-your-face. 

“People aren’t used to being so close 
to an operatic voice,” said Ellis-Ferris. 
“It’s never stripped so bare.” 

Though Brooklyn will be marrying 
“Figaro” three times in November, in 
three different ways, the companies say 
they aren’t too worried about the com- 
petition. 

“The more the better, as far as we are 
concerned,” said Garber. “There are three 
million people in Brooklyn, so certainly 
we all have enough seats for everyone to 
come and see the opera.”

of the elephant” — and ap- 
plied it to a tongue-in-cheek 
look at the less-sexy realities 
of modern marriage. 

So where the original 
“Kama Sutra” might ad- 
vocate an anatomically im- 


probable bedroom technique, 
“The Married Kama Sutra” 
settles for a more hands-off 
activity, such as: “When a 
man passes gas in front of the 
woman, without so much as 
an apology, it is called ‘the 


shifting of the standards.’” 
“The positions in ‘The 
Married Kama Sutra’ are 
very attainable,” said Katz. 

In fact, the closest the book 
ever comes to actual love- 
making is when its long-suf- 
fering illustrated couple en- 
ters into the intimate realm 
of the bathroom shower with 
romantic intentions, but their 
plan backfires when they ac- 
tually look at one another. 

“They go in to take an 
erotic shower, but after look- 
ing at each other, it quickly 
degenerates into just a regular 
shower,” Rich explained.

Ganso serves innovative ramen

R amen is as complex a 
study as any art-form 
in Japanese culture. 
Though the popularity of 
the trendy noodle soup has 
now reached boiling point, 
the intricacies of the dish 
make it a difficult one for 
any chef to truly master. 
There are regional variations, 
different approaches to the 
broth, myriad ways to pre- 
pare the noodles, and addi- 
tions like grilled meats, eggs 
and vegetables to wrap your 
head around. Finding a ramen 
shop that does it all well, even 
in Brooklyn, is not easy. 

But a collaboration be- 
tween Brooklyn-born food 
writer Harris Salat and Japa- 
nese-born chef Ryuji Irie has 
given rise to Ganso, a ramen 
joint that takes its craft se- 
riously in a space that’s in- 
formal, buzzing, and cool on 
an otherwise sleepy street 


Downtown. 

“I love ramen,” said Salat, 
“and I’ve been to Japan a mil- 
lion times.” 


Salat, who has co-au- 
thored three books on Jap- 
anese cooking, wanted to 
bring the delicious and di- 


verse ramen dishes he dis- 
covered while traveling and 
working in Japan home with 
him. He was tired of only 


seeing tonkotsu-style ramen 
— marked by its rich, milky 
broth — on local menus, and 
decided to introduce Brook- 
lynites to something new. 

“I wanted to focus on a dif- 
ferent style of ramen,” said 
Salat, who opened Ganso late 
last year. “In Japan there are 
dozens of ramen. One of my 
favorites is Tokyo -style ra- 
men, a totally different ra- 
men; a clear ramen with a 
soy sauce base.” 

Though the restaurant 
nails every component of the 
dish — the noodles, made in 
New Jersey and delivered to 
the restaurant daily are par- 
ticularly slurpable — it’s the 
broth at Ganso that really 
separates it from other ra- 
men-slinging shops around 
the city. 

The menu offers five differ- 
ent ramen options, each with 
a slightly different base. The 
Ganso ramen ($1 3) features the 
js classic soy sauce broth along 
o with succulent braised pork 
t shoulder and belly, boiled 
| egg, and seasonal greens. 
^ Richer still is the short-rib 
o ramen ($15), made with a 
| beef-based broth full of the 
meaty, complex, umami fla- 
vors that Salat strives for in 
his ramen. But best of all is 
the spicy miso ramen ($14), 
a kicked-up variation on the 
Ganso ramen made with chili 
and miso, which is difficult to 
put down until every noodle 
and every last drop of broth 
has been inhaled. 

While ramen is undoubt- 
edly Ganso’s star attraction, 
the eatery’s other options 
should not be overlooked. 
Here, too, Salat and Irie take 
popular Asian dishes and refo- 
cus them with a slightly differ- 
ent preparation than expected. 
Crispy gyoza ($7), filled with 
juicy pork and garlic chives, 
are sticky, juicy dumplings 
that are wonderful dipped in 
chili-oil soy sauce. Buta kim- 
chi buns ($9) are Irie’s take on 
the now super-trendy snack 
bao, steamed buns which the 
chef stuffs with a combina- 
tion of braised pork belly, ja- 
lapeno kimchi, crisp slices of 
cucumber, and spicy mayo, 
that is at once spicy, fatty, and 
crunchy 

And expect things to get 
even more innovative from 
here. This week, Ganso is 
launching a new vegetar- 
ian dish that fuses tradi- 
tional Japanese ramen with 
the Chinese tofu dish mabo 
dofu. 

“It’s so flavorful,” prom- 
ised Salat. “People dig it. I 
dig it.”

City Tech breaks ground on site once slated for Ratner's tower

The New York City Col- 
lege of Technology broke 
ground last week on an ac- 
ademic building Downtown 
in the lot where its antiquated 
Klitgord Auditorium once 
stood. 

The new eight-story facil- 
ity on Jay Street near Tillary 
Street is meant to accommo- 
date a growing student body, 
which officials say has in- 
creased by half in the last 
12 years.

“We’re far below the rec- 
ommended ratio of square 
footage needed to serve that 
number of students,” said 
Stephen Soiffer, an assistant 
to the college president. 

The new building will 
include laboratories, class- 
rooms, offices, health clin- 
ics, common areas, a 1,000- 
seat auditorium, and an 
800-seat gym. 

The school projects that 
construction will wrap up in 
spring 2017 — and adminis- 
trators eager to see the new 


building go up are not shed- 
ding any tears for the old 
one -story auditorium. 

“Klitgord was probably 
the largest undeveloped foot- 
print in Downtown Brook- 
lyn,” said Stephen Soiffer, 
an assistant to the univer- 
sity president. 

That standout feature 
made the property attractive 
to mega-developer Bruce 
Ratner, who once planned 
to partner with City Tech to 
build the city’s tallest res- 
idential tower, a 100-story 
skyscraper called Mr. Brook- 
lyn, on the site. 

That plan died in the early 
days of the Great Recession 
when the school backed out 
over cost concerns and de- 
cided to push ahead on its 
own. 


Marty: New Childs theater will help poor

Borough President Marko- 
witz is now pitching his 
controversial Coney Island 
amphitheater plan as an eco- 
nomic development project 
for the neighborhood’s im- 
poverished residential area 


— where locals have attacked 
the project and complained 
of being neglected in favor 
of amusements. 

“All of this for them,” said 
Markowitz in a presentation 
to the City Planning Com- 
mission about the project he 
hopes will be a permanent 
home for his seaside sum- 


mer concert series. 

The Beep argued at the 
Oct. 23 hearing that sink- 
ing $50 million in city funds 
into transforming the empty, 
landmarked Childs Build- 
ing on the Boardwalk into 
an upscale eatery and con- 
cert venue would benefit 
residents by ensuring con- 


tinued public investment in 
the area. 

“This will continue to 
focus the city’s attention on 
the dire needs of Coney Is- 
land,” Markowitz told the 
commission, the oversight 
agency which will vote on 
whether to approve the proj- 
ect in December. 


Markowitz claimed that 
the new restaurant and con- 
cert space would spark in- 
vestment in new housing and 
local businesses by bringing 
even bigger crowds into Co- 
ney Island. 

The pol said this would 
mean more tax revenue, and 
would force the city to re- 


pair and maintain the People’s 
Playground’s long-suffering 
public infrastructure. 

Coney residents have com- 
plained for years that the lo- 
cal sewer system backs up 
and floods the streets during 
rainstorms — and to espe- 
cially devastating effect dur- 
ing Hurricane Sandy.

Bushwick rezoning plan prompts fears

A proposed cluster of 
high-rise apartment build- 
ings in an industrial part of 
Bushwick that opponents say 
will overwhelm the neigh- 
borhood with traffic and fur- 
ther spike rents got the green 
light from a city panel last 
Wednesday. 

The city planning com- 
mission unanimously ap- 
proved the rezoning of part 
of the old Rheingold Brewery 
site, which is already home 
to an adjacent mixed-income 
development, so that a de- 
veloper can turn five blocks 
near Flushing Avenue into 
10 eight-story buildings, a 


prospect that some residents 
say will accelerate gentrifi- 
cation in the rapidly chang- 
ing neighborhood. 

“It’s going to create an in- 
flux of new residents who 
will bring further congestion 
and change the demograph- 
ics and quality of this neigh- 
borhood,” said Matt Mottel, 
a longtime Bushwick busi- 
ness owner and member of 
the newly formed opposition 
bloc the North West Bush- 
wick Community Group. 

The approval for rezoning 
the area bounded by Melrose 
Street and Flushing, Bush- 
wick, and Evergreen avenues 
from manufacturing to res- 
idential follows a July okay 


from the local community 
board that convened a special 
session solely for the purpose 
of deciding whether to ap- 
prove the development. Crit- 
ics called that event a secret 
meeting, but board members 
said it was adequately ad- 
vertised. The area currently 
contains parking lots, vacant 
plots, and one warehouse. 
Bushwickans opposed to the 
project say that it is sailing 
through the approval process 
and must be stopped. 

The Rheingold developer 
wants to build 977 residen- 
tial units and counters detrac- 
tors by pointing out that 242 
apartments will be reserved 
for lower-income families

who can win leases through 
a lottery. Before the rezoning 
becomes official, it must get 
the blessing of the city coun- 
cil and the mayor. 

But some Bushwickans 
say it is not enough and that 
the rate of rent increases in 
the neighborhood that has 
seen two-bedroom costs 


jump $248 in the last year, 
according to a rental market 
report, is too much to take. 

“It’s moving so rapidly 
— how do we continue to 
be a part of it? What future 
does my son have here?” said 
Yazmin Colon, head of the 
Bushwick youth group Edu- 
cated Little Monsters.

3RD WARD'S NO MORE 

Former members band together to form a new co-op

They don’t have to live 
like refugees. 

A band of do-it-yourself- 
ers locked out of a Williams- 
burg arts center that shuttered 
suddenly earlier this month 
are striking out on their own 
and trying to form a coop- 
erative, member-owned or- 
ganization that will allow 
them to make snow globes, 
build stringed instruments, 
and forge samurai swords to 
their hearts’ content. 

The craft hub 3rd Ward 
closed abruptly on Oct. 10 
after seven years in oper- 
ation, leaving artists who 
rented studio space there 
and hundreds of students 
and teachers in the lurch and 
snubbed on refunds. But in 
the days that followed, some 


of those caulk-and-viola ref- 
ugees joined forces to try to 
assemble the community art 
shop of their dreams. 

“We want to build this 
strong from the foundation 


so that it will be long-lasting 
and accountable to the com- 
munity,” said former 3rd 
Ward member Victoria Va- 
lencia, who is spearheading 
the new co-op project with a 


dozen or so people. 

The plan came out of an ad 
hoc group called Save 3rd Ward 
that formed the day the Morgan 
Avenue space closed its doors 
without warning, citing finan- 
cial trouble, leaving some of 
them out hundreds of dollars, 
but the group has already out- 
| grown its titular mission. 

2 The plucky power-tool fans 
® do not have aphysical space for 
S the co-op yet. First, they are 

3 focusing on recruiting people 
^ to help them develop a busi- 
ness plan, but they are shoot- 
ing to launch the project by 
early next year. The goal is 
to keep the communitarian 
spirit of 3rd Ward alive but 
without the for-profit model 
and hierarchy. 

“3rd Ward built alot of con- 
nections and friendships that 
changed people’s lives,” said

Fire guts Victorian

A huge fire completely 
decimated an E. 35th Street 
home in the early morning 
last Wednesday, but no one 
was seriously injured, fire 
officials said. 

More than 130 of New 
York’s Bravest were called 
in to combat the inferno at the 
three-story Victorian house 
between Flatbush Avenue and 
Avenue I at 3:53 am. 


The firefighters battled the 
blaze for nearly two hours us- 
ing equipment brought from 
33 trucks, before calling the 
all clear at 5:40 am. 

A resident and two fire- 
fighters suffered minor in- 
juries, but they all refused 
medical treatment. 

Fire marshals will con- 
tinue investigating the cause 
of the blaze, which has not yet 
been determined, a fire de- 
partment spokesman said. 


Launa Eddy, another former 
3rd Ward member working 
on the new co-op. “We want 
to keep that going in another 
space and do it right so that 
it’s sustainable.” 

Other former 3rd Warders 
are also seeking community 
but see the shuttering as an op- 
portunity to branch out rather 
than trying to recreate the old 
facility. 

Robin Grearson, a former 
instructor at the complex, left 
last year after she says man- 
agement started paying the 
teachers on a commission- 
only basis, meaning their pay- 
checks fluctuated depending 
on how many students were in 
a class. When the place shut 
down, she vowed to help the 
displaced stuff-makers find 
other outlets. 

“When it closed the way it 
did, I was offended,” Grear- 
son said. “[The people running 
3rd Ward] hadmarketed them- 
selves as a community, but 
when it came down to it, they 
treated people so poorly.” 

Grearson hosted a network- 
ing night last Wednesday at the 
Brooklyn Brewery for people 
shut out of the art space and 
invited representatives from 
about two dozen arts groups 
to talk about what they have 
to offer. Approximately 200 
folks turned out and many 
in attendance say the end of 
3rd Ward will actually benefit 
the arts community because 
it has forced crafts-people to 
network with each other and 
move on. 

“Now people will be scat- 
tered throughout all of these 
awesome organizations,” 
Grearson said.

parents come by with their kids for coffee,” said owner 
Nikki Coch, who is nine months pregnant. “There are a 
lot of families moving to Bushwick and I want to make 
this a nice, relaxing place.” 

Religious feelings were far from the minds of many 
of the pregnant women in the class, who said they signed 
up just to keep in shape and keep the discomfort of car- 
rying a child at bay. 

“My experience with the pre-natal yoga is so gentle and 
my doctor is so encouraging,” said Christine Selhi. “When 
you’re pregnant, you’re constantly out of breath and con- 
stantly sore, so you need something to counteract that.” 
And the Cobra Club might be home to a yoga studio 
and a bar, but spirits and spirituality are two things that 
do not mix for the moms and moms-to-be, Coch said. 

“They aren’t having a shot of whiskey on the way out 
with their toddler,” she said.

The rec center has been an unwanted alarm clock ever 
since, say neighbors. And once the racket begins, some- 
times as early as 6 am on weekdays and 8 am on week- 
ends, it only gets worse, according to neighbors. 

“You feel these vibrations every time they slam the 
weights down and then babies start crying and dogs start 
barking,” Battaglia said. 

Residents also complain about the thud of semi-truck 
wheelstumbling over on the rubber-lined floor and the shouts 
of trainers leading cardio exercises on the sidewalk out front, 
but their gripes are not limited to noise. The harried apart- 
ment-dwellers say that the dropped barbells fall with such 
force that they are afraid it will crack the walls. 

“It’s been a nightmare,” said 27-year Fifth Avenue res- 
ident Edwin Torres. “It’s so bad the walls shake. It might 
eventually start causing structural issues.” 

Neighbors say that they have repeatedly complained 
to the city, police, and the owner of the CrossFit outpost, 
but that their gripes continue to fall upon deaf ears. 

A patron of the hated health club cops to letting weights 
fly, but said that sometimes dead-lifting gets so stren- 
uous that he has no choice but to let go. 

“At the end of a high-intensity workout you just don’t 
have anything else left in the tank,” said CrossFit regular 
Mike Soffer, who pumps iron as heavy as 300 pounds. 
“You shouldn’t drop [the weights], but a lot of the times 
you can’t help it.” 

CrossFit 718 owner Israel Gonzalez did not return re- 
peated calls for comment, but a Williamsburg gym owner 
facing remarkably similar complaints last year said that, 
beyond padding the floors, which it appears that Gonza- 
lez has, there is not much else that can be done.
